The fight on the use of sodium 

“‘Stil Harping on My _ benzoate as a food preservative 
Daughter” is by no means over. Friends 

and foes of chemical preserva- 

tives meet in Denver this week at the annual convention of the 
Association of State and National Dairy and Food Depart- 
ments. It will be remembered that the use of sodium benzoate 
was prohibited by the Board of Food and Drug Inspection, fol- 
lowing extensive experiments by Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief chem- 
ist of the United States Department of Agriculture. An appeal 
was taken by certain food manufacturers, and the matter being 
referred to the Remsen Referee Board it was ruled that manu- 
facturers could use unlimited quantities of sodium benzoate in 
their products, provided they stated the amount used on their 
labels. Since this ruling was issued, the American Medical As- 
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sociation and the American Institute of Homeopathy, together 
with numerous state medical and pharmaceutical associations, have 
petitioned President Taft to use his influence to prohibit the use 
of sodium benzoate as a preservative of foods and condiments 
It is quite certain that specific action will be taken at the Den- 
ver convention, which will be attended by the heads of the food 
and drug departments of the various states, a large majority of 
whom 


re opposed to the Remsen ruling. In any event there ts 


sure to be an exciting time in the convention

tions. Of overcapitalization he says that sometimes when he 


sees the names of some drugs—he instances magnesium sulphate 
and tncture of opium—in type, he feels like bowing his head 
to a deity or some exalted potentate, so strongly is their per 
sonality set forth in big letters He admits that there is 
some excuse for overcapitalization of the kind mentioned, in 
view of the bad example set by the pharmacopocia and the Na 
tional Formulary, but declares there is no excuse for the care- 
less editing which allows mispelled words and_ silly abbrevia 


tions to appear in technical matter. Professor Hynson recog 
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nizes three excuses for abbreviations: want of space, want of 
time and an indifferent knowledge of orthography. He remarks 
that the journalistic pharmacists at whom he is aiming “must 
be very, very busy, for they have ample space and surely they 
are not bad spellers.” He inveighs against the impossible mix- 
tures of Latin and English that disfigure the pages of some 
drug journals, the odd case endings, omissions and = inconsis- 
tent abbreviations. We are sorry to admit that much of what 
Professor Hlynson says is too true. If his preachment will 
have a salutary effect in putting careless editors on their guard 
he will have done a service to young pharmacists who usually 
accept the journals as exemplars and whatever they contain as 


gospel. 


THE FINANCIAL SIDE OF A GERMAN “‘ CONCESSION.”’ 
Ife proud recipient of a concession in Germany often ex 
periences some difficulty in obtaining the necessary funds 
wherewith to fit up the new business, or to purchase the stock 
and fixtures from his predecessor. If he is not in possession of 
sufficient hard cash for this purpose he is forced to borrow it 
from relatives or apply to a bank or to some wholesale drug 
house to advance him the required amount. A correspondent in 
the Pharmazeutische Zeitung (No, 44) gives his experience of 
the amount required to fit up a middle size business expected to 
have an annual turn-over of $3,750 to $6,250. The figures he 
gives will afford an interesting contrast for American pharma 
cists. He estimates that $3,750 ought to be ample, divided as

The 
average American druggist would feel decidedly disgruntled if 
his arnual gross sales amounted to but little more than the in 
ventory cost of his establishment. The gross profits in the sales 
of the Deutsche Apotheker must be very large or his living ex 
penses must be very low or both, if he can make both ends 
meet on gross sales of $3,750 after paying rent, interest, taxes, 
insurance and help. It may be that, after all, the restrictions 


imposed under the German law do not automatically provide 


comfortable incomes for the apotheker.

scribers. The circumstance suggests an interesting comparison 
between the drug journalism of to-day and that of tifty year 
ago. Not alone in size, which is diminutive, but im the chiar 
acter of its contents does No. 1 of Volume I, of The Chemist 
and Druggist, appear strange to the reader of to-day hie 
reading pages vumber sixteen, just one-fourth that of the ad 
veruising pages, so that from its cradle our contemporary es 
tablisned a ratio which it has more than maintained during its 


fifty vears of life. 


. outstanding feature of our prosperous contemporary is 
F what we might term its cock-suredness. This has always 
been a characteristic of it. We recall on various occasions 
when a question of the constituents or behavior of a drug, be it 
a chemical or an essential oil, was up for discussion, the editor 
or one of his associates was always prepared to tell in an off 
hand manner how he had been experimenting with that party 
ular drug or otf the evening before. ‘This is a fine faculty in a 
journalist, equal, indeed, to the intuitive sense which enables. th« 
horn journalist to anticipate the drift) of public opinion, or to 
the nose for news possessed hy some clever reporters. It is the 
possession of faculties such as these that make the true journal 
ist a confident man, and without them his work will rarely at 
tract attention. This note of confidence is clearly sounded im 
the opening lines of the first’ editorial article printed ino The 
Chemist and Druggist. It is more than confidence, it amounts 
to daring. Under the modest legend, “To Our Readers” 1s 
printed the epitaph engraved on the tombstone of Sir Chris 
topher Wren, the architect who designed St. Paul’s Cathedral 

“si monumentum requiris, cireumspice,”’ if you would seek his 
monument look around. And so with equal sententiousness the 


editor follows this with: “The present number forms out 
prospectus, and upon its reception depends our further prog 
ress.” ‘The remainder of the editorial has the same contident 
ring, and all who know the journal are aware that this atti 


tude has ever since been consistently maintained

CONNECTICUT’S NEW PHARMACY LAW ALMOST A 
MODEL. 

| Pigeoetaenen P pharmacists, and especially the members of 

the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association, are to be con- 
gratulated upon the almost model pharmacy law which they have 
succeeded in having passed by the Connecticut general assembly, 
or state legislature, on August 6 and signed by the governor on 
\ugust 12, as this legislation embodies all the esSentials of an 
excellent and practical working law without imposing unneces 
sarily heavy burdens or penalties upon the druggists of the state 
for unintentional violations of its provisions. ‘The success attend 
ing the drafting, introduction and passage of this law illustrates 
the old adage that in union there is strength, for the Connecticut 
\ssociation always acts in unison and pulls together for the best 
interests of the profession, not permitting personal aniunosity of 
sell glorification and notoriety to nullify the efforts put forth by 
those who have the good of pharmacy at heart and have no selfish 
end to attain by devoting themselves to the cause Phe Connecti 
cut Association also was shrewd enough to make some coneces 
sions when they were necessary in order to assure the passage 
of the measure and now have reason to be thankful that they did 


not fose all by quibbling over inconsequential and immaterial 


details.

of whom shall be a reputable licensed or registered pharmacist of 
at least ten years’ practical experience in the practice of phat 
macy and who shall be actively engaged in it within the state, 
such persons to be appointed one each June by the governor from 
a list of six persons suggested by the Connecticut Association,” 
the legislative committee of this organization also was able to 
have meorporated in its law the following new provisions: Every 
store or pharmaey must be licensed as such, as under the provis 
ons of the New York staie pharmacy law, independent of the 
licensing of pharniacists and clerk \ grade of license to be 
known as “assistant pharmacist” also is established rhe 
commission of pharmacy has the power to appoint an inspector ot 
pharmacies. All applications made by licensed pharmacists to the 
Connecticut county commissioners for a license to sell spirituous 
liquors, whether under the so called “general” or “preseription” 
forms, must present to the county commissioners a “certificate 
of fitness” from the pharmacy commission. ‘The pharmacy com 
missioners are unrestricted in their expenditures up to the total 
receipts from license fees, except that their salaries shall be lim 
ited to $400 a year, each, and their expenses for travel. Country 


stores cannot buy U.S. P. or N. F. preparations in bulk and sell 
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them in smaller quantitics, but all medicines sold by them must 
bear a licensed pharmacist’s label on each package sold. The 
registration of the five virulent poisons, as required under the old 


law, has been clarified so that it is made clear that only the pro 


prictor’s name shail appear on the label and that sales of tablets 
which contain not more than a thirtieth of

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THE LIQUOR SITUATION IN PHARMACY DURING THE 
PAST YEAR. '! 


The special committee appointed by this Section a year ago 
t Hot Springs, to report upon the advance of the temperance 
novement and to suggest ways and means of averting the crisis 
with which this movement has incidentally caused the pharma 
cists of the country to be confronted, may express its opimion 
in this first report that the liquor question now presents the 
most important problem for settlement by the drug trade of 
\merica, ‘The rapid spread of prohibition and local option sen 
timent is closing up thousands of saloons and is thus bringing 
1 


terrific pressure to bear upon an almost equal number « 
pharmacists. Something heroic and systematic must be done if 
reat and lasting harm to the welfare and dignity of pharmacy 
is to be avoided, 

The tide of temperance reform has swept onward during the 
last year, It has receded here and there, but for the most part 
i has advanced. steadily Phe chairman of this committee, im 


ie paper read at Llot Springs, entitled “Pharmacy Facing a 
Crisis,” reported that there were then cight prohibition states 
Since that time North Dakota, Arkansas and Vennessee have 
cither adopted or have voted to adopt statewide prohibition, In 
the meantime scores of counties in other states have gone “dry” 
under local option laws 

In the elections during the last vear the Anti-Saloon League 
has made notable gains in New York, Hhnois, Olio, Indiana 
and Michigan, At the present time the majority of counties are 
“dry” in) Missouri, Texas, Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, 1 
linois, Indiana, Towa, Kentucky, louisiana, Nebraska, New 
Wampshire, Ohio, Oregon, South Carolina, Virginia and West 
Virginia In Colorado the saloon has been voted out of 03 
towns within the last two years. In Massachusetts the tem 
perance people have made a gain of 110 towns during the last 
five years, and Worcester is said to be the largest “dry” city in 
the world

Every move 
ment of this kind ebbs and flows, Public sentiment fluctuate 
Doubtless some of the counties which have become “dry” will 
revert to a state of moisture but that the temperance movement 
has not yet reached its culmination, and that the pendulum i: 
not ready to swing backward, are truths apparent to every care 
ful student of the situation, Mr. Mason reported last year that 
nearly one-half the population of the United States, occupying 
two-thirds of the geographical area of the country, were then 
living in “dry” territory. This statement, with some amplifica 
tion, will therefore tit the situation at the present time and will 
indicate most eloquently the prevalence and intensity of the

In many “dry” 
sections, too, the newspapers have made a practice of syste 
matically reporting on the liquor sales made every week by the 
different druggists im the town or locality. Thus, in oa Miehi 
gan county it was recently reported that one druggist had made 
500) sales of liquor during a given week, and that others had 
followed along pretty closely in the rear with 230, 213, 104 and 
190 sales respectively. Tt was said of one druggist that “where 
as his sales last week numbered but 450, he has awakened from 
his torpor and increased the number this week to 520!" 

Facts and figures of this kind could be multiplied by yout 
committee i there were any good reason for recounting them 
Fnough has been touched upon to indicate the conditions, and

THE RAPIDITY OF VOLATILIZATION OF CAMPHOR,! 
By Coantes TI, LAWAt 


Camphor is one of the types of orgame gompounds which, 
while having a Inigh melting and boiling pomt (175 degrees © 
and 204 degrees ©. respectively), 4 continuously volatilized 
tipon exposure to ai, even at reduced) temperatures Th conse 
quences of this faet, it ts well known that i order to prevent 
gradual loss by volatilization, camphor must be kept in’ close 
containers, cither of tin or ghiss, as* even a elose wooden box 
allows considerable loss by evaporation, The manufacturers ot 
preparations of camphor, such as camphorated oil and spirit ot 
camphor, whose products are found to be below strength, fre 
quently attempt to defend themselves against the charge of wil 
fully violating the haw, by claiming that the dehicreney im strength 
has been caused by volatilization of the camphor in the prepara 
tion, owing to ats having stood on the shelves for a long tine 
In order to ascertain whether such deterioration takes place 
under extreme conditions of exposure, a few experiments were 
undertaken along this: line 

So far as camphor itself is concerned, there is no denying the 
rapidity of volatilization, which is dependent almost entirely 
upon the amount of surface exposed to the air, and also doubt 
less in a lesser degree to the temperature of the surrounding 
atmosphere, When, however, the camphor is dissolved im a non

It will be seen by the foregoing figures that the loss of the 
powdered camphor, as might be expected, ts very much more 
rapid than that of lump camphor 

Liniment of camphor was then made of the ofhenl strength 


‘Read at the tooo meeting of the New Tersey Pharmaceutical Assocta 
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of 20 percent. This strength was verified by a polariscopic es- 
timation, and the subsequent examinations for alterations in 
strength were also made by the use of the polariscope. After 
14 days the strength of the preparation was found to be 19.75 
percent. of camphor, and after one month the percentage was 
found to be 19.21 percent. This preparation was exposed dur- 
ing this time in an uncorked bottle to an almost continuous 
temperature of 4o degrees C. A part of the preparation was 
exposed to ordinary room temperature in an uncorked bottle, 
and after one month it had lost less than 0.25 percent. 

A sample of spirit of camphor was made of the official 
strength of 1o. Gm., in 100 Cce., the strength being verified also 
in this case by polariscopic estimation. After 14 days, examin- 
ation showed it to have increased to 11.47 Gm. in 100 Ce. After 
one month the strength was found to be 12.04 Gm. in 100 Ce. 

The foregoing results indicate, therefore, that while camphor 
itself is rapidly volatilized, the preparations of camphor are not 
subject to such alteration as would lead to the establishment of 
an adequate defense for the sale of a preparation which is found 
to be below the requirements, for in the case of liniment of 
camphor the volatilization is so gradual as to be practically 
negligible at ordinary teniperatures, and is not very high, even 
at abnormal temperatures, while in the case of spirit of cam- 
phor, any exposure would cause an increase in strength of the 
preparation instead of a decrease. 


ZINC OLEATE AND ZINC STEARATE.! 
FuLLertoN Cook, P. D., Ano P. C, Doscn, P. D.,

Owing to the indiscriminate use of the titles zinc oleate and 
inc stearate, especially that of the former, the authors have 
nade an endeavor to set forth some facts about these prepara- 
tions, and to make suggestions which it is hoped will help to es- 
tablish greater uniformity. 

Oleate of zine of the 1890 Pharmacopceia was prepared by 
neutralizing oleic acid with zinc oxide, the resulting product 
being a suitable for admixture with an ointment

Zinc Stearate. 

Zine stearate was introduced into the United States Pharma- 
copeeia (eighth edition) with description, properties and tests, 
but without a formula. It is recommended that a process be 
included in the text of the ninth revision, and that the title be 
deleted from the National lormulary. 

Two formulas are otfered, the second one given being pre- 
ferred by the writers, since the ammonia water and the zine sul-

As zine stearate is largely and chiefly used as a dusting pow- 
der for the healing and protecting of irritated surfaces it is of 
great importance that care be taken throughout the process so 
that the product obtained is practically sterile.

Naphthalene and  Naphthalin.—W.—The — substances 
aring these names are identical. In the Pharmacopaia ot 
i8oo, the seventh decennial revision, the official title for naph 
thalin was Naphthalinuni, or we should say Naphtalinum, as the 
evisers of the 1890 edition were not in all instances careful 
shout preserving the original orthography, It is just as incor 
ct to say naphtalin as to say naptha, as is done by certain 
mmercial houses, By substituting f for ph and omitting the h 
where the p is used, also omitting the h after the t, the Greek 
derivation of the words is lost. It is a German custom to omit 
the h, or rather a necessity, as the pronunciation of the Greek 
letter is difficult for most Germans. The preferred chemical 
spelling of the substance that goes to make moth balls is, then, 
naphthalene. 

Literature on Adonis Vernalis..-k.—Numerous refer 
ences to the physiological and therapeutical study of adonis 
vernalis may be found in the index catalogue of the Library of 
the Surgeon-General’s Office.

\ssuming that our correspondent intends by the term 
“slycerates” those fluidextracts of drugs in which the alcohol 
ordinarily used is replaced by glycerin, the query refers to the 
idea advanced by George M. Beringer, of Camden, N. J., in a 
paper on Fluidglycerates read at the Hlot Springs meeting of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association in 1908, which may 
be consulted in the AMERICAN Drucaist for October 12, 1908. 

Beringer proposed the following general type process for the 
manufacture of fluidglycerates. The formula is stated in terms 
for 100 Ce, of product: 


Take of the drug in coarse powder..... Gm. 100 
REMMRABTI ER oc ctlaty cist aia SARs es ws Oh aie ea aie Co 50 
Wpistilled Water .isseesaccese ss ease ai Ce. 150 
Chloroform water, a sufficient quantity to 

make a finished product, ....... 066.60. Ce. 100 


Mix the glycerin and distilled water, and moisten the drug 
thoroughly with sufficient of the mixture, and then pack it very 
lightly in a cylindrical percolator and saturate thoroughly with 
menstruum, cork up and cover the percolator and allow to macer- 
ate for two days, then continue to percolate until the drug is 
exhausted, using first the remainder of the menstruum and then 
chloroform water. Reserve the first 50 Cc. of percolate and set 
this aside. Evaporate the remaining percolate on a water bath, 
the weaker portion first, then the stronger, until reduced to 60 
Ce., and then add the reserve, and continue the evaporation until 
the product measures 100 Cec. If evaporation has been carried 
too far make up to 100 Ce. 

Fluidglycerate of Gentian. 

The formula for fluidglycerate of gentian about which you 
make inquiry is as follows: 

Take of gentian in number 20 powder. .too Gm. 

Proceed according to the type process, using 80 Ce. of the 
glycerol water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

Mr. Beringer has observed that on evaporating the weaker 
aqueous portions of the gentian extract there formed as the 
concentration approached completion a gelatinous thickening. 
On adding the reserve portion and stirring this was broken up 


and largely redissolved, and on allowing the product to stand 
for a few days, with occasional shaking, it almost disappeared. 
The fluidglycerate mixes clear with water, syrup or diluted alco 
hol, but alcohol produces a decided turbidity 

Our querist should have no. difficulty in procuring ready 
made supplies of fluidglycerates from any manufacturing firm 
ot pharmaceutical chemists. 

Recognition of the New York State Board Certificate by 
the California and Colorado Boards. —G. MM. I. writes: “Will 
you kindly inform me whether the California and Colorado 
Boards of Pharmacy recognize the certificates of the New York 
State Board of Pharmacy, and if so under what conditions ? 

The amended California pharmacy law provides that in o1 
der to be a registered pharmacist in that state a person must 
he a graduate in pharmacy, a licentiate in pharmacy or a prac 
tising pharmacist. Licentiates in pharmacy eligible to registra 
tion in California without examination are persons having four 
years’ experience who have presented satisfactory credentials of 
their attainments to the board of pharmacy This would in- 
clude persons holding certificates of the same character and 


values as the degree “graduate in pharmacy,” but not so worded. 
Educational institutions of other countries do not use the term 


“oraduate, 


though issuing a certificate of equal value. Che 
California board accepts only such credentials which to obtain 
have acquired four years’ experience and course of instruction 
and examinations in pharmaceutical branches. The fee for 
first registration is five dollars. There is an annual registration 
fee for registered pharmacists of $2. This, it will be seen, an- 
swers your query in the affirmative. As the New York State 
Board of Pharmacy now requires proof of graduation from a 
college of pharmacy as a prerequisite for examination and prior 
to this requirement being made a part of the law, insisted on 
four years’ experience in the drug store as a prerequisite for 
registration, druggists holding a New York state certificate are 
entitled to registration without examination in the state of Cali- 
fornia. 

As to Colorado the conditions are practically the same in 
that state as in California. The Colorado State Board of Phar- 
macy recognizes the certificates of other states and other coun- 
tries to the extent of granting registration as registered phar- 
macists to those holding certificates as registered pharmacists, 
and graduates in pharmacy may be registered without examina- 
tion as registered assistant pharmacists. The fee for registra- 
tion is five dollars, and provision is made for an annual renewal 
fee of two dollars.

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*‘THE PREPARATION AND USE OF SHOW CARDS.” 
By A. R. Enerre, 
Watertown, Wis 

Every druggist, be he in a town or small city, must realize 
the necessity of show cards to assist in selling the goods he may 
display in his show window. They state the selling price and 
explain the use of the articles shown. The druggist located im 
a large city who can afford the services of an expert. show 
card writer is not confronted with the same obstacle that the 
dealer in smaller places has to contend with. The latter prob 
ably cannot afford an especially trained man for the work, or a 
man of this kind is not available. The making of such cards, 
therefore, devolves upon the proprietor or one of his clerks, and 
the question then arises as to the best means of making the 
neatest appearing card, 

\ great many use the free hand or written card, but while 
this sort of a card possesses an individuality which the printed 
card lacks, the latter is nevertheless to be preferred on account 
of its neatness, more finished appearance, and the fact that it is 
more easily read. 

The writer uses a so-called “Easy Sien Marker” for the 
printing of these cards. Such printing outtits can be had under 
various names for from $1.60 to $2.50, depending on the size of 
the face of the type. An even better sign maker than the above 
is one in which the letters are outlined giving an opportunity of 
making certain words prominent by filling in the letters with an 
other colored ink than that used in the rest of the card. Such 
an outtit is, of course, more desirable and the cost is from $4.50 
to $10 

With a little judgment and practice in laying off your space, 
anyone can in a short time become quite proficient in the manu 
facture of his own show cards. Black ink on white to-ply card 
board is the best to use. ‘This comes in sheets, 22 x 28, and two 
14X22 signs can be made at a cost not to exceed two cents 
each, not considering the time so employed The first ecards 


made for our store were simply descriptive of goods for sale ot 
of the store service. Later the cards were rendered more at 
tractive by surrounding the wording with a heavy red line, an 
ordinary ruling pen being used for the purpose. Still later the 
cards were further improved by pasting an appropriate picture 
onto the card, these being obtained from discarded periodicals, 
calendars, and so forth. ‘These pictures add a life to the cards 
and catch the eye where the plain printed card would pass un 
noticed. By way of example there are herewith given the word- 
ing of two cards with well suited cut-outs. A picture of a gen 
tleman smoking in a large easy chair would be very apt for a 
card bearing this message: 


Enjoy your after dinner smoke. 
Try one of our Ben Ali cigars. 
Price ‘c. 


A card with a picture of “The Father of our Country” was 
used in this way: 


Washington could not tell a lie. 
We can, but won't. What we 
tell you about our goods you 
can depend on. 











So far these cards have only been suggested as an aid to 
window shows. In our store, however, we not only use them 
in this manner, but also have signs so arranged throughout the 
store by suspending them from a heavy wire so that no mat 
ter which way the customer looks some statement about the 
store or its goods will attract and present a selling argument. 
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Here it might be well to discuss the arrangement of the sub- 
ject matter of your cards so as to get your customer to read 
them. 

According to good “ad” writers four basic principles should 
be adhered to in the wording of your signs. They are: 

Getting attention, 
Creating desire, 
Convincing, 
Causing sale 

tn getting attention there are several things to be considered 
Probably the best method of attaining this end is the use of a 
fitting illustration, for as anyone who reads the newspapers 
knows, the eye will naturally read those “ads” first which have 
illustrations im connection with the reading matte Anothet 
point not to be lost sight of is the typographical appearance ot 
your ecard. Arrange the reading matter so that there will be 
about the same margin on all sides and underline and enlarge 
the headline. 

Having attracted attention you should next create a desire 
for the article advertised. This may be accomplished by so de 
scribing it as to appeal to the reader's vanity, comfort, or con 
venience. Hf, for example, it is a shoulder brace, tell how much 
better the reader will appear with his shoulders straightened and 
how little discomfort he wall tind in wearing them 

The desire being created you should then convinee the cus 
tomer that the article is what it should be by speaking of its 
quality and durability. A woman might desire a certain water 
bottle you are advertising, but unless she is convinced that it 
has quality and durability she would hardly purchase it; these, 
therefore, are two points you should bring out. 

After having convinced the reader of your ecard that the 
article advertised is a desirable one, your next endeavay should 
be to cause a sale by showing that the price is reasonable and 
that to buy the article is therefore a matter of economy 

Below is the wording of a few ecards which will serve to 
illustrate the various features spoken of in this treatise 

In conclusion it may be said that the free use of show cards 
not only in the window, but more especially inside to advertise 
the store, your goods and service, will be found (by anyone not 
already using this kind of advertising) to be a paying invest- 
ment and the expense, as explained in this article, is almost 
nominal,

In treating the subject thus far it has been the endeayor to 
tell what principles are involved in the making up of a show 


card. Now let us consider how they shall be worded. Do not 


use either too few nor again too many words, but rather as 
Mr. Gable said in an article read before the A. Ph. A. in 1903, 
“make the wording of your cards bright, terse, snappy, con 
vincing, suggestive ard timely.” The author of an article ap 
pearing in the August New Idea advises that you appeal to 


your customer's egotism and turn it into dollars. “John Smith 
is always more interested in himself than in you or anyone, or 


anything els fhen make your appeal to John directly and 


personally 

\pply this same principle to your cards and instead of say- 
ing “Our great tooth brush sale is on,” try this: “An oppor 
tunity for you to get a tooth brush at 
of “A great value in tooth brushes,” change it thus: “These 


small cost.” Also in place 
tooth brush prices mean a saving to you.” 

The author of that article goes on to say that while this 
direct appeal may seem like an unimportant feature it is not 
deemed so by men who are making serious and successful work 
of their advertising.

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SECTION ON EDUCATION AND LEGISLATION. 
First Sitting. 


Ilednesday morning: 

Che first sitting of the Section on Education and Legisla 
tion was called to order in Blanchard Hall on Wednesday morn 
ing at 10 o'clock, with J. FE. England, chairman, presiding. ‘The 
first business taken up was the annual address of the chairman, 


which is abstracted below: 


Address of the Chairman of the Section on Education and 
Legislation. 
By Joserpu W. ENGLAND, 
Philadelphia. 


Phe report of the chairman opened with an extract from the 
report of the United States Commissioner of Education for the 
year 1908, from which is appears that during that year the total 
number of medical students of all classes was 22,787, a decrease 
of 933 from the number registered in the preceding year and of 
4,275 from the number registered five years ago. The number 
of medical schools has also diminished, there having been 152 in 
the year 1906-7 and only 149 in 1908, while five of these give only 
the instruction of the first two years, In pharmacy there has on 
the other hand been a steady increase both in number of schools 
and the number of students, the whole number of students regis 
tered in 1908 having been 5,567, or 520 more than in the preceding 
year. It is suggested that this increase is more apparent than 
real, being due to the fact that many young men who formerly 
depended solely on practical experience in the drug store for 
their traming now take advantage of the systematic cducation 
tered by the colleges The report states that there are now 75 
Of these 


nine have less than 35 students, fourteen have over 100, one has 


olleges, an increase of four over the preceding year 
105. and the general average is about 75. Ohio has six schools 
with a total of 288 students, and Pennsylvania four with a total 
ft oss Tlie eventy-five schools are scattered among thirty-five 
tates, in twenty of which there is more than one school, The 
chairman pointed out the wonderful growth in the number of 
chools of pharmacy, there being 14 tn TS75, twenty-one in 188s,

30 19 1895, 67 In 1995, and 75 in 1908 
in the vears named were 922, 1,746, 3.850, 4,044, and 5,507 re 
pectively, In 1875 there were 208 graduates ins pharmacy, in 
i885, 300; in T8905, 1,007; in 1905, 1,518, and in 1908, 1,520. 

Phe chairman said that in his opinion there was no real need 
for seventy-five schools of pharmacy in the United States-—-one 
half this number would do the work now done he small schools 
could be merged with the larger, increasing the capacity for in 
truction and the possibilities of thoroughness. 

In the opinion of the chaimman, the requirement of a college 
course as a preliminary to registration in pharmacy should bx 
made general throughout the United States, while assistant phat 
macists should be required to have attended at least one term in 
in aceredited school of pharmacy. 

Ile spoke of the excellent results following the enactment of 
prerequisite Liws in Pennsylvania, New York aw Louisiana, ot 
ver, of the first two states, as he was not familiar with the 
results which followed the enactment of the law in Louisiana 
Ile commended the practical examination as being essential to 
the proper valuation of the applicant's knowledge, and directed 
tention to the mauguration of practical examinations in medi 
cine by the examining boards of Massachusetts and Ohio, He 
pointed out the need for either endowment or state appropria 
tions for the proper maintenance and development of the phat 
maceutical schools, 

louching on the steps necessary to make the conditions of 
pharmaceutical service more attractive to young men and women 
the chairman said: 

There is no doubt that the chief factor that is repelling num 
hers of the best element of American manhood and womanhood 
from embracing pharmacy as their life work is the sixteen hour 
a day work, with no time for social pleasure or personal develop 
ment. We hear much of the eight hour day for the laborer, but 
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we hear nothing of the sixteen hour day of the pharmacist. ‘Th« 
pharmacist toils in a prison of “brick and glass” every day, six 
teen hours a day, seven days a week, without, many of them, 
God's sunshine and fresh air, in a daily grind with small details 
that leaves few chances for pleasure or development, wearing 
out lives before their time, and the pathetic feature of it all is 
that there is no real necessity for such a sacrifice of life. There 
is no real public need for such long hours. The needs of the sick 
do not demand it. Their necessities can readily be met, as a rule, 
during the day time. The whole root of the trouble is that the 
pharmacist, in his desire to serve the public, has wrongly taught 
the latter to expect the drug stores, generally, to be open from 7 
am. to i p.m. With proper education of the public, every 
drug need could be met between 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. (with shorter 
hours on Sundays), excepting possibly, with prescriptions, and 
these could be filled, if necessary, afte) the store had been closed, 
the proprietor and assistant alternating for such service, if the 
business was such as to require two workers, or, if not, the pro 
prietor could remain in the house for emergency service, but 
with the store closed. 

Mr. England said that the responsibility for the dominance 
of commercial interests in pharmacy rests largely on the medical 
profession, which has wandered far afield after strange gods in 
drugless therapeutics. Physicians are not being educated in the 
therapeutic action of drugs and in prescription writing, the num 
ber of prescriptions written have fallen off, and the pharmacist 
has been compelled to supplement his income by the sale of side 
lines. Moreover, it is estimated that 50 percent. of the drugs 
dispensed in the United States are dispensed by physicians them 
selves. The number of dispensing physicians is rapidly increas 
ing, which tends to still further limit the income from the legit 
mate practice of pharmacy. The economic conditions in medicine 
appear to be even worse than in pharmacy, the average income 
of physicians having steadily declined, though the demand for 
pecial equipment and apparatus has steadily increased 

In conclusion the chairman said that the ability of the retail 
pharmacist to develop the professional side “rests primarily upon 
uuproved conditions of the drug business, and especially on the 
lessening of the number of drug stores; and in this matter, fewer 
and better schools of pharmacy, lugher standards of state phat 
macy laws and more attractive conditions of employment for 
assistants, will all help greatly, but, in the end, the problem seems 
to be largely an individual one, to be settled dy the law of the 
urvival of the fittest, or supply and demand,” 

Qn motion the address was received and referred to the com 
muttes on publication. Then followed the report of the se 
retary of the section, Charles TH]. LaWall, which was read by

The report of the seeretary of the section, Prof Charles HH 
Lawall, of Philadelphia, opened with a few general remarks 
pointing dut the closer cooperation between the boards and the 
teaching institutions brought about largely through the agency 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association. He said that the 
trade conditions are changing rapidly and that a constant in 
crease in the professional attainments of the pharmacist is de 
manded by the public. te then presented a summary of the

SCIENTIFIC SECTION. 
First Sitting. 
Thursday Morning: 

In the absence of Chairman C, FE. Vanderkleed, the first. sit- 
ting of the Section on Scientific Papers was opened at 10.30 
o'clock a. m. by Secretary M. I. Wilbert. The usual chairman’s 
address was omitted. A report was made by the committee on 
the Ebert prize, following which the report of the committee on 
the drug market by Edgar L. Patch was read and adopted. 


Report of Committee on Drug Market. 

The report opened with the statement that there appears to 
be constant improvement in the quality of products and in the 
attitude of the trade on the question of quality, but many things 
remain to be remedied. Some boards of health and committees 
on adulteration formerly tabulating the slightest variation from 
standards as adulterations, so giving a false impression to the 
public, are adopting the more reasonable course of stating that 
the products named vary from standard. The committees feel 
that it is still wise to move slowly in condemning products and 
discrediting dealers, as there is a lack of uniformity in methods 
of criticism and men of good reputation express widely diver- 
gent opinions. 

Several illustrations demonstrating this were given. 
Samples of whole pinkroot, for instance, were submitted to 
the members of the committee for report, with the following 
results :

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The parties furnishing sample No. 5 objected to the report 
that it was partly ruellia. They had it examined by their own 
assay department, by the authorities of a local college of phar- 
macy and other experts who stated that there was no ruellia 
present but some phlox. 

At their request the committee submitted a sample of what 
had been pronounced by some of the committee as true pink- 
root and three other samples. These they compared with “An 
authentic sample of Spigelia Marilandica obtained from Prof. 
Henry Kraemer, who had the growing plants under his obser- 
vation.” 

The sample pronounced true pinkroot by three observers, 
they reported to “consist largely of true pinkroot, Spigelia 
Marilandica and two other species.” 

Another which had been identified as mostly ruellia, they 
reported to “consist largely of a species, not Spigelia Marilan- 
dica, a small proportion only of true root being present.” 

Another pronounced ruellia they reported to consist of one- 
third true pinkroot, but a large portion the same as the predom- 
inating variety in their sample No. 2. 

The fourth specimen, a mixture of the last two, was reported 
to “consist largely of a species having a large rhizome and roots 
proportionally much smaller than seen in Spigelia Marilandica ; 
the microscopical structure closely resembling genuine Spigelia, 
but the physical appearance very different. None of the sam- 
ples contained Ruellia Ciliosa, as may be easily demonstrated 
by absence of stone cells and systoliths.” 

The committee says: “It looks as if a court and twelve good 
men and true could not be positive of the true status of these 
samples from the expert testimony presented.” 

The committee reported in a similar way the conflicting 
results obtained by different observers asked to report on sam- 
ples of powdered turmeric and powdered licorice root. The di- 
versity of opinion expressed by the different experts indicates 
that the results of the examinations of powdered drugs can not 
he always accepted as conclusive. 

The increasing output of immature jalap root led the com- 
mittee to recommend that the crude drug be dropped from the 
Pharmacopeeia, the resin being used instead. African copaiba 
is being introduced and as it has similar physiological action to 
the South American varieties it was recommended that the plant 
whence it is derived be recognized. The podophyllin of the 
market is generally below standard. Other points noted in de- 
tail in the report are given below: The prevalence of dextro- 
gyratory oil of anise, the presence of dextro- and levorotatory 
constituents in eucalyptus oil in varying proportions which robs 
the rotation figures of value as a criterion of purity. True 
oil of gaultheria does not form a clear solution of potassium 
hydrate as required in the U. S. P. Methyl salicylate does. 
Large quantities of so-called “synthetic” balsam of Peru have 
appeared on the market emanating from Germany. Galenicals 
made from assayed drugs seem to vary in strength and them 
selves need assaying. A method for alcohol estimation was 
contributed by Dr. Kebler. 

The report concluded with an extensive table of the results 
of analyses of various drugs and preparations reported to the 
committee durmg the year. The report was referred to the 
comnitttee on publication. 

In discussing the report Dr. H. H. Rusby spoke of the char 
acter of his work in the appraiser’s office at New York. Despit: 
the clamor of dealers for adulterated drugs or articles below 
standard, he had succeeded in preventing the importation of 
goods of this character. Dr. Lyman F, Kebler told of his wor 
in the same capacity on the Pacific Coast, and the remarks «

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SECTION ON PRACTICAL PHARMACY AND DISPENSING. 
First Sitting. 
Thursday Afternoon: 

A somewhat lengthy program of papers in the Section on 
Practical Pharmacy and Dispensing, which convened on Thurs- 
day afternoon, excited disappointingly little discussion. The 
most lively interest was evinced in George M. Beringer’s paper 
on the fluidglycerates. Mr. Wilbert advocated the use of fluid- 
glycerate of coffee as a convenient, agreeable vehicle for various 
medicaments, and the suggestion was favorably received. [le 
made a strong plea for pharmacists to exercise their Own gray 
matter and get busy experimenting for themselves as to the best 
methods of concealing disagreeable flavors and increasing the 
therapeutic activity of drugs which is almost impossible to make 
the patient take unless prepared in agreeable form. He urged 
pharmacists to cooperate with physicians in designing new com 
binations and, when they discovered something of value to let 
brother pharmacists have the benefit. 


The Debt of Science to Empiricism. 

Prof. John Uri Lioyd read a paper extolling the debt which 
science owes to empiricism and spoke of the gratitude that 
shouid be shown to the “rule of thumb” men of the past and 
present who, while not mathematically exact as to rules and 
science, had yet made it possible for the more exact scientists to 
accomplish the great works which have contributed to the prog- 
ress of the human race, 


Otto Raubenheimer’s Paper Commended. 

Otto Raubenheimer, of Brooklyn, substituted a paper on 
Magma Bismuthi, which was read by Acting Secretary Wilser, 
and commented upon by him. He said it repaid any one the long 
journey to have the privilege of hearing this paper read and he 
regretted that all of the papers contributed by Mr. Rauben- 
heimer were not printed so that each member could read them. 
He urged careful attention to them when they appeared in the 
proceedings.

secretary, E. H. Ladish, of Chicago, IIl.; associate, W. R. White,

The second sitting of the session held on Thursday evening 
at 8 o’clock was a brief one. The report of the committee on 
National Formulary, together with that of the sub-committee, 
was received and discussed by Messrs. Hallberg and Lloyd. This 
completed the programme except for the election of officers, the 
gentlemen named above being elected and installed with appro- 
priate ceremony. 


WORK OF THE GENERAL SESSION—Continued. 


Report of the Delegates of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association. 

The report of the delegates, signed by George M. Beringer as 
chairman, Joseph P. Remington and Caswell A. Mayo, reviewed 
the work done by the N. W. D. A. at the Atlantic City meeting 
last year. Attention was called to the address delivered by 
Professor Remington, in which he proposed that the N. W. D. A. 
establish a pharmacopeeial research laboratory and to the urgent 
request made by the N. W. D. A. that in the next Committee on 
Revision of the U. S. Pharmacopceia there should be included sev- 
eral chemists of large experience in manufacturing and one or 
more druggists who are thoroughly familiar with the drug mar- 
kets of the world. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Report of the Committee on National and State Legislation. 

This report, which was signed by S. L. Hilton, of Washington, 
as chairman, reviewed the history of national legislation of the 
past year, paying particular attention to the bills relating to par- 
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cels post, the pharmacists in public health and marine hospital 
service and the food and drugs act. The report concluded with 
the following recommendations : 


1. The changing of the name of the committee to the Committee on 
National Legislation, and transferring all State legislative matters to 
the Section on Education and Legislation. 

2. That all Parcels Post measures continue to receive our vigorous 
opposition. d 

3. That work for the raising of the status and pay of the phar- 
macists in the government service be continued and every effort made to 
obtain the recognition the pharmacists deserve. : 

4. That the Patent Laws be amended so that a foreigner will re 
ceive no more advantages in this country than what a citizen of the 
United States reccives in the respective foreign country. 

That our support should be given to any amendment to the Food 
and Drugs Act that will not place an unnecessary burden on the pharma 
cists, yet, at the same time, better control the transportation and_ sale 
of all narcotic drugs and prevent them getting into the hands of persons 
not licensed to prescribe and dispense them. 

6. That we heartily commend the work now being performed by the 
Internal Revenue Law Department in divorcing from legitimate pharmacy 
the sale of alcoholic beverages and so-called medicinal compounds that can 
be used as a_ beverage. 

>. As this association, since its organization, has always favored th« 
elevation of standards for medicinal products, we do therefore recom 
mend the endorsement of the improvements made in the regulations gov- 
erning the sale of viruses, serums, toxines and analagous products. 


The Report of the Delegates to the National Association of 
Retail Drugg’sts 
during its annual meeting at Atlantic City, N. J., September 
14-18, 1908, stated that much of the more important work of the 
N. A. R. D. is along exactly the same lines as that undertaken 
by the A. Ph. A. This fact, said the report, should be con 
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stantly borne in mind by us and should lead to more helpful co- 
operation between the two associations. The report stated that 
“by carefully prepared committee reports and by seriously 
enacted resolutions, 1t is abundantly shown that the N. A. R. D. 
is making an effort to effect and improve legislation, touching: 
general pharmaceutical practice; uniformity in pharmacy laws; 
more active policing; itinerant vending; the standing of the 
Government's pharamacists; patent laws; state and interstate 
narcotic laws; a National Department of Public Health and the 
sale of liquor by pharmacists. In much the same manner it en 
courages and demands better preliminary education for phar- 
macists and higher attainments for those who would enter phar- 
maceutical practice.” 

In connection with the propaganda work the delegates had 
offered resolutions which were adopted by the N. A. R. D. in 
the following modified form: 


Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to act in connection 
with a similar committee to be appointed by the American Pharmaceutical 
Association and the American Medical Association to act on matters per- 
taining to U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work for the purpose of formu- 
lating a national plan of campaign in the said work, said committee to 
report at our next annual meeting.

A correspondent) signing himself “Cadueeus” writes to) the 
\rmy aod Navy Journal concerning the pay of sergeants in the 
Hospital Corps of the United States Army as follows 

A sergeant, first class, at present during bis first enlistment 
period, recetves only $50 per month, $25 less than a master elee 
trician receives during his) first: enbistrrcnt When he goes to 
lis quarters at night he never knows at what hour he may be 
called to render aid to the sick or dying; he is always on duty 
Sundays, fot men are sick on tha day as well as on any other 
Then, in addition to his) professional knowledge of post) hos 
pital work, he must fully understand and be able to perform the 
duties required ot his grade in the field. Tle gets less pay than 
any other sergeant an the ariany, and more is required of tim 
fle must be well up in army regulations, pharmacy, materia med 
en, military hygiene, minor surgery, ete, and still his) pay os 
less than that of the sergeant in the line that takes no exam 
ination 

Now I believe the sergeant in the hospital corps should be 
placed in the same grade as an electrician sergeant, second class, 
and should get the same pay and allowances, If this is done I 
un quite confident that the hospital corps woyld attract: many 
pharmacists in-eimvil life to the service, and that many sergeants 
who are now mtent on leaving at expiration of their present en- 
listmment would reentist 1 am confident that many would be 
m favor of pay of $75 per month for the sergeant, first class, 
Hl. CL, and $30 for the ergeant, H.C 

Many times, durtng the absence of a surgeon, a man's life 
depends on the knowledge of the non-commissioned officer in 


the hospital corps; in many instanees sergeants first class and 
ergeants are sent to some small post where they are the only 
persons to furnish medical attendanee These non-commis 


stoned othiebrs should be the be ne but we cannot expect to

The Drawback on Domestic Alcohol for Export. 
(rom our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, August 19.--The Treasury Department has sent 
out instructions regarding the drawback provided for in the new 
tariff law on medicinal and toilet) preparations manufactured 
from tax paid domestic alcohol. The instructions are included in 
a Department circular issued by the Division of Customs undet 
date of August 13, 1909, and are as follows: 

No drawback of internal revenue tax paid on domestic alco 
hol used in the manufacture of medicinal or toilet: preparations 
for exportation will be allowed under Section 25, tariff act of 
August 6, 19090, until a rate has been established \pplication 
for the establishment of such rate should be made to the Secre 
tary of the Treasury and should specify the kinds of articles 
manufactured for export, the quantity of aleohol used in the man 
ufacture thereof, the quantity of wastage, if any, the manner of 
packing, and the size of the container 

\fter the rate is established, exportations may be made with 
benefit of drawback, provided at least six hours before lading 
of the articles on which drawback is claimed a drawback entry, 
or a preliminary entry is filed with the collector, as provided by 
\rticles 114t and tiq2, Customs Regulations of 1908, which are 
hereby extended, so far as applicable. to cover exportations ot 
medicinal and toilet: preparations on which drawback of internal 
revenue tax is claimed

rHOMAS S, WIEGAND, PH.M. 

Thomas S. Wiegand, the librarian of the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, and a veteran pharmacist, died at his home, 
so18 Master street, Philadelphia, on Tuesday evening, August 10, 
at the ripe old age of 84 years. The deceased was a son of John 
Wiegand, who, in the early part of the last century, was a well- 
known manufacturer of instruments in Philadelphia. At the age 
of fifteen he entered the drug busi- 
ness and was graduated from the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy in 
i844. In December, 1845, he was 
appointed apothecary at the New 
York Naval Hospital, where he 
served for two years under Dr 
Ruschenberger, Returning to Phil 
adelphia he engaged with the late 
rederick Brown at the well-known 
store at the northeast corner. of 
Fifth and Chestnut streets. Subse 





quently he was in business for him

self at the corner of Sixteenth and 
Race streets, but il health compelled him to relinquish this store 
in oo. He then engaged with the firm of Bullock & Crenshaw, 
and had charge of a branch in their laboratory for sixteen years. 

Mr. Wiegand was a well-known pharmaceutical writer and 
edited the third and fourth editions of Parrish’s Practical Phar 
macy, which was the forerunner of this class of text books in 
America. Vor several years he owned and managed a store on 
Market street near Thirty-cighth street. Tor fifty-seven years 
he had been associated with the work and management of the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. He was elected a trustee in 
1854 and served as chairman of building committees during sev 
eral building extensions, and was also a member of the publi 
cation committe: 

As actuary of the college for a period of twenty-five years 
or more Mr, Wiegand was thrown into intimate contact with 
shousands of students who are now graduates of this old col 
lege, and his personal qualities endeared him to a host of grad 
uates who are now scattered over the entire country. The ar 
rangement of the library has been practically under his control 
for a great many years. In 1888 his alma mater conferred upon 
him the honorary degree of Master in Pharmacy as a mark ot 
distinction. He is survived by two daughters, a third daughter 
the wife of I’, W. Leach having died a couple of years ago 

SUSAN HAYHURST, 

\fter a short illness, Dr. Susan Tlayhurst, a pioneer woman 
physician of Philadelphia and the first woman in the, world to 
take a degree as a pharmacist, died on August 7 in Philadelphia. 
She was in her eighty-ninth year. Dr. Hayhurst was born in 
Bucks County, Pa., and came of a prominent Quaker family. 
\fter graduating from the Friends’ School in Philadelphia, she 
took a course of study at the Women’s Medical College, which 
she completed in 1857. She became a member of the staff of 
that mstitution and finding that a knowledge of pharmacy was 
most necessary, she took up the study of that profession at the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, where she was graduated in 
1883 

During the Civil War, Dr. Hayhurst was a leading spirit in 
relief! work and in raising funds for that work. Her family 
took a prominent part in the famous “underground — railway” 
system by which slaves were helped to escape from their mas 
ters in the South and were escorted to places of safety in the 
North. Her love for and knowledge of botany was remarkable 
and during the many years she was identified with the Women’ 


College she planted all the trees and laid out the beautiful flower 
beds which are scattered about the grounds. Always an en- 


thustastic worker for women's welfare, she was an active mem 


her of many organizations of women in her home city and state

A traveler lately from London reports that 
he was asked an Enelish shilling, or 25 cents, there for an or 
dinary barber's bar of soap, such as used to sell here for five 
cents and which was lately raised to eight cents. Oddly enough 
the store offered the customer only two American soaps in this 
line, Colgate’s and Williams’. When the customer refused to 
pay the price the druggist threw up his hands. He had no 
English soaps to offer. On the other hand, the German lanolin 
soaps sell in) Europe for a mere fraction of what they bring 
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in America. So the plan ought to be to sell American shaving 
soaps in Europe and buy lanolin soaps for reselling here.

The names of the defendants 
follow: Metcalf Adams, employed as a clerk in) Cramer's 
store, 38 Beach street; Edward ‘J. MeGowan and Joseph De 
loff, clerks at Boyajian’s store, 66 Harrison avenue; John Ket 
shaw, proprietor of the store corner of Tremont and Chureh 
streets, and George FE, Hannon, his clerk. Friday the cases 
against the two latter were tried. Kershaw’s penalty was $100, 
Which is the maximum fine, while Hannon was ordered to pay 
$50. Last week a man was tried for selling the drug upon the 
Streets and in poel rooms; he was found guilty and sentenced 
to six menths in jail. 


[Illegal to Sell Malt Extracts Unless Under Conditions. 

lhe sale of malt extracts by druggists is now illegal in Som 
erville, unless the buyer signs his name in a book and. states 
What he wants the extract for This condition has — resulted 
from the complaints of the advocates of temperance, who. say 
that many people use malt extracts as a beverage and that some 
hecome intoxicated from them.

Condition of Trade. 


New York, August 20, 1900 

Although conditions during the past fortnight were adverse 
to a heavy movement in drugs and chemicals, a steady regula 
inquiry has been experienced for most lines, but the market has 
not developed any special show of activity, and little has ox 
curred that calls for extended mention. The tariff changes have 
affected the market to a lesser extent than was expected for 
the present at least; when dealers become more familiar with 
the revised schedules, there may be more significant fluctuations 
in prices. Where one should look for advances caused by tarifl 
changes declines are noted, as in the case of salicylic acid and 
the salicylates and oxalic acid. Apart from changes in the mat 


ket caused by the tariff the most important fluctuation during 
the interval was a reduction in manufacturers’ prices on refined 
camphor. ‘The cut in camphor by domestic makers is attributed 
to competition from foreign grades. An easier feeling has de 
veloped in the tartaric preparations, including cream of tartar, 
tartaric acid, Rochelle salt and seidlitz mixtures, which is) of 
course due to the recent reduction in duty on these articles. An 
unsettled feeling in orange oil is attributed to the same cause 
lhe increased duty on cocaine has served to harden the views of 
holders and prices are higher to correspond with the new tariff 
lhe lesser duty on stick licorice is reflected in lower prices for 
the several varieties. With the coming month, having in mind 
the more complete understanding of the tariff changes that will 
undoubtedly prevail, trade proportions are likely to increas:

Philippine Islands Customs Equalize Internal 
Revenue Taxes. 
(from our Negular Correspondent, ) 

Washington, August 18. Considerable interest lias been min 
ested by drug amporters mi the provisions adopted, under the 
new section providing for freer trade with the Philippines an 
regard to tie levy of the internal revenue taxes of the United 
Stites upon the products of the ishind The bill as sent to con 
ference contiuned a lengthy provision on this subjeet, whieh has

Phat there shall be levied, collected, and paid, in the United 
tates, upon articles, goods, wares, or merchandise coming mto 
the United States from the Philippine [slands, a tax equal to the 
mternmal revenue tax imposed in the United States upon the like 
irticles, goods, wares, or merehandise of domestic manufacture 
eh tax to be paid by internal revenue stamp or stamps, to be 
provided by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and to be 
allixed ino such manner and under such regulations as he, wath the 
approval of the Seeretary of the Treasury, shall preseribe ; and 
uch articles, goods, wares, or merchandise, shipped trom said 
ishinds to the United States, shall be exempt from the payment 
of any tax imposed by the internal revenue laws of the Philippins 
Islands: And provided further, That there shall be levied, col 
lected, and patd in the Philippine Islands, upon articles, goods, 
wares, or merchandise gotmp into the Philippine Islands from. thi 
United States, a tax equal to the internal revenue tax tnposed i 
the Philippine Islands upon the like articles, goods, wares, ot

States. 


Owners Should Protect Their |Trademarks in 
Foreign Countries. 

Manuel S. Carmona, director of the Mexican Patent and 
Vrademark Office, urees owners of trademarks to undertake ht! 
gation for their protection where infringed. Owners of trade 
marks are prone to expect that in some way their trademark: 
should be protected in foreign countries by the action of the 
government, without their own active intervention, and that reg 
istration if made, should work in some manner automatically and 
insure them ammunity for infringement tut Sr. Carmona says 

“The Patent and Trademark Ofhee has only the attribute 
of a public registry, with no legislative power whatever In 
cases of infringements on patents or trademarks which have been 
registered in this office, | can but submit the records to the civil 
court in whose docket a suit may be filed, it not being in my 
power to grant decisions or annul marks registered in’ thi 
olhce

The Name of a Mineral Water Spring as a Trade- 
mark in Germany. 


By a decision rendered in Vebruary last, the section of ap 
peals of the German Patent Office refused registration to the 
word “Roisdorfer” as a trademark for mineral waters, the prod 
uct of a certain spring, and in so doing stated the principles 
governing the office in cases of this character It is said by thr 
Vrademark Bulletin to be settled by several decisions that such 
names were registerable only when the produet had been 
upon the market for a very long time under this name, and the 
well or spring from which the waters were derived was owned 
by the applicant, In the case for which application was made, 
the name was a geographical term and, while the water now sold 
under that name was the only water thus named upon the mat 
ket, it was said to be within the limit of possibilities that other 
wells might be bored which should furnish a supply of water 
of a similar character and the owners of which could not be 
excluded from the use of the name upon them product. While 
it was admitted that the mark did not appear to be one of those 
specifically excluded from registration by the German law, it 
was held that the above reasoning, nevertheless, justified the re 


jection of the applieation 
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Entrance Examinations of the Chicago College of 
Pharmacy. 

The building occupied by the University of Illinois School 
of Pharmacy (Chicago College of Pharmacy) is being re- 
modeled with a view of better suiting the purposes of the 
school. The building is being extended so as to add about 400 
square feet to each floor. Under the new arrangement the 
school will occupy the upper four floors, while the first floor 
will be used for business purposes. 

The school will have a separate entrance on Twelfth street 
and a new passenger elevator is being installed. The building 
is being overhauled throughhout; a new heating plant is being 
installed and other improvements which will add to the com- 
fort of the students. 

The school has shown a considerable increase in attendance 
for several years past, the average attendance for the last three 
years being 225. 

Arrangements have been made for an entrance examination 
to be given at the school under the supervision of the univer- 
sity. This examination will be held Tuesday, September 14, be- 
ginning at 9 o’clock a. m., and will include the usual first year 
high school branches—English, algebra, Latin or German, physi- 
ology or physiography, and general history. Students will be re- 
quired to pass the examination or present credits for English 
and algebra and for one language and one science to the amount 
given in the first year of an accredited high school course. 

No charge will be made for the entrance examination, and 
applicants who desire to take it should notify the Actuary, W.
